Special 
plans will be available to groups 
of employees fn plants and bus- 
inesses which close down for stat- 
ed vacation periods.” 


Alberta Scientists 
Increase Grain Yield 

SASKATOON—Plant scientists 
in Alberta have discovered a mix- 
ture of fertilizer and weed-killer 
that increases the yield of cereal 
grains. 

Leaf-feeding dusts and sprays 
were combined with 2,4-D in the 
experiments. Experimentation is 
continuing. 

Two scientists from the Leth- 
bridge Experimental Station re- 
ported the results of these experi- 
ments in the annual meeting of 
the Agricultural Institute of Cana- 
da. The men are U. J. Pittman and 
J. J. Sexsmith. 

Spring wheat treated with the 
combination produced a stronger 
straw, they said, and when copper 
sulphate was added a good yield- 
increase resulted. 

Other Prairie expertments in 
1932 produced varying results.. At 
Lethbridge leaf-feeding formula- 
tions seemed to decrease barley 
yields. At Indian Head, Sask., 
spring wheat yields were greater 
following treatment with commer- 
cial leaf-feeding dust than with 
equivalent dosages of Standard 
2,4-D dust 

Lethbridge reported higtiesi oat 
yields from plots treated with ad- 
ditional amounts of copper and 
molybdenum and 2,4-D.

Observers of world affairs have often ex- 
p the view that costly and aggravating 
as the Korean War is, it stands to be only: a 
side-show affair compared to the potential 
war threat in the Near and Middle East. 
- For’ generations the British have con- 
trolled the Suez Canal zone but revolution 
in Egypt has awakened a new national spirit 
that may well grow and strengthen enough 
to start a war calculated to take over con- 
trol of the Suez Canal. 

Not only the British countries would 
disapprove of this eventuality. All countries 
hold dear the Freedom of the Seas and any 
threat to free passage of the world’s shipping 
through the Suez Canal would be treated 
with grave concern. 

General Naguib who has dethroned the 
Royal Family of Egypt and banished them 
has the key to the situation, but like the 
silent sphinx and the age-old Pyramids he 
isn’t talking. He’s a man of action, though, 
and any day might see an eruption in the 
Suez Canal region that will be a greater 
threat-to world peace than has been the 
fighting in Korea. 


1953 Election To Cost 
$7,000,000 


According to a report released by the 
Canadian Press in Ottawa, it’s going to cost 
a record amount to run the August 10 elec- 
tion and the current campaign perhaps 
around $7,000,000. 

Of this, some $5,500,000 will come out of 
the public treasury. The political parties and 
their supporters will spend $1,500,000 more. 

By far the biggest amount will be the of- 
ficial cost of the election and the preliminary 
work, which will be up from the $4,250,000 
figure of the 1949 voting. This is because 
there are additional constituencies and unit 
charges for almost every kind of electoral 
work.are up. 

On the political side, party spending is 
hard to pin down, but rough and unauthori- 
tative guesses are that the Liberals and. Pro- 
gressive Conservatives will spend around 
960)),000 apiece or more—the Liberals quite 

a bit more—and the CCF between $200,000 
\and $250,000. The Canadian Congress of 
Labor probably will throw about $20,000 into 
the CCF pot. The Social Credit group will 
spend a relatively modest sum, amount un- 
known. 

Spokesmen for all groups say it is impos- 
sible to determine now how much each will 
spend. Apart from national budgets—in some 
cases the smallest part of the spending—there 
are expenditures by provincial and local or- 
ganizations and by the individual candidates. 

Aside from the political spending, costs 
are up all along the line in the normal gov- 
ernment job of running an election. The ex- 
pense of enumerating each elector is up, and

RDMONTON—At a Liberal rally 
in Edmonton, July 13th, Prime 
Minister St. Laurent pledged the 
Liberal government to back de- 
velopment of an all-Canadian pipe 
line to give Eastern Canadian 
centres the benefit of Alberta's 
cheap natural gas.
